To all Hee 
was generally affable, to none ſevere; never diſco- 
vering any Auſterity , but againſt a confident 
Sinner. Hee was knowne almolt to all ; acquain- 
ted with but a few. He kept a civill correſpondence 
with many learned men; but thoſe chat He com- 
monly beſtowed his leizure houres with ; He choſe 
rather for their free and innoceut friend[ineſſe,then ; 
for any eminencie of their parts; rather ſtudying — 
Books then Men, yet converfing ſo much with the ; 
laſt, that He mighr.not bequire a ſtranger to the y;, ReQry 
times He lived in. His greateſt wealth was the ri- being worth =» 
ches of content. His greareſt expence next to his nt : 
Bookes was his Charity ; and Hee could never find ; Y 
himſelf touched with any thing like Covetouſheſle ; | 
but when his ſmall Treaſury could nor afford Him 
reltefe ſor ſome rhat were the objects of his Pity.He 
was long happy in a grave and vertuqus wife, but ne- 
ver was indeed a Father ; though Hd often ſhewed_ 
himſelfe ſo to thoſe that were Fatherleſſe. He knew 
' Lot how to be prond, and could as ill endure acree- 
ping Flattery. In briefe, He was a man of ſoeven a 
ſpirit, ſo happily rempered, thar He was Miſtcr of 
his Paſhons , and had no unruly Humour predomi- 
nant.in Him. I could ly downe out of the cbſerva- 
- tion of his life ſo mary divire, ſo many morall rules 
and Precepts ; that his very example. were dire&ion 
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ciongh, how we ſhould eere our Aftions and Af-- 


-feions. But theſeate the fleighteft pieces of his 


worth : Ler us look upoti Him 1n his proper ſphere, 
2nd enquire how fit a man Hee was for his facred 
Fun&ion: How he was qualified tobe au Embaſſa- 
dor from the Court of Heaven : and here He will be 


- well worth our wonder : for it will appeare, that all 


choſe Eminencies, which doe difperce and divide 


_ themſelves amongſt ſeverall other men did all meet 


in Him: what wasit that any one Man might boaſt 
of; of his'profeſſion which Hee himfelfe was not 


Maſter of? 
When He ſhewed Himfelfe in his Pulpit, his 


gravity & preaching countenance, did chaſtize every 


carelefſe or wanton Hearet : So that to wear his P1- 
ture near our Eyeor Heart,or to ſuppoſe Him loo- 
king upon Us were enough, me thinks, to fright a- 
way a finfull Thought : Devotion hovered about 
Him; when He was addrefſing Himſelfe to pray ; 
and his whole geſture kindled a warme Zeale even in 
a frozen Boſome. Whileſt his petitioning words 
fell from Him ; they begate penitent ſighes1n thoſe 
which joyned with Him ; ro witnefle that their 
Hearts breathed out the fame requeſts: All his Eja- 
culztions werethe ſober dictates of the ſpirit, they 
were not fiery and ſudden raptures, hudled up, con- 
ceived and born in a haſty minute ; his Zeale;though 
fervent, was modeſtly ordered,confi dering to whom 
he ſpake : nor did He (onthe otherfide) rye himſelf 
toa few ſet words, asif the Almighty wereto be ap- 
peafed with fpels : bur his well-fitted Petitions va- 


ried as Off, as any occaſions offered themſelves : and 


when 
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when Hee had as it were prepared the attentive 
Soule by prayer, and begg'd a blefſing upon His 
houres diſcourſe ; hee fo chearefully, fo ſfolemn- 
ly, addreſſed himſelfe to the worke .of a holy 
Orator, that Hee preſently had poſſeſſion of our 
' Eyes, Eares, and Hearts. He feldome (unleſſe ſome 
proper occaſiou call'd for it) varied His Text ; or 
leapt from place to place to ſtart anew Subjett ; 
He commonly purſued'one ? arg of Scripture,with 
ſuch learned perſpicuity, ſuch a pious pleaſancy ; 
and did ſo heighten our religious appetites, that we 
were ſorry for the parting Sands, and long'd for rhe 
next houre'ro finiſh thar, which to day perhaps he 
did only cut out, or divide, for another dayes ex- 
ercize. In His delivery, He was neither affected 
nor looſe; having ſuch a command of his rongue 
and voice, thar he could handſomely fit them for 
every ſubjet. At a Funerall He pleaded fo morti- 
fyingly in the behalfe cf Death; that He made ſome 
deſirous not to live, orhers to.live better, nor did 
any returne from Him withour a'beneficiall convi- 
Qion'of their owne Mortality. So patherically 
would He folemnize rhe paſſion of our Saviour ; 
thar his hearers might well laugh at the ſuperſirion 
of a Crucifix; which only reacheth the gazers eye, 
or but ſlightly toucherh the abuſed ſfoule : when as 
He imprinted in every heart Chriſt crucified , by 
repreſenting every circumſtance of His Pafhion fo 
to the life, as if Hewere bleeding a freſh ; and were 
againe ſtabb'd and wounded by us rhat were His fin- 
full Auditory. By theſe meanes He became Maſter 
of our confciences, which ſtood in awe of —_ 
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words; and were powerfully ſubdued to his ſaving 
+ mag althigifier ſharp things 


heart ; ſoft and gentle perſwaſions to win atremb- 
ling foule : He + 099 denounced judgement, but his 


eyes were big with Teares: Hewas none of thoſe 


Thundereres, who repreſent G © > in all bis terrible 
Attributes, and ſhaddow over his Mercy and Com- 
paſſion. He rather allured then terrifieda ſtraying 


conſcience, and rather endeavoured to bring it home 


to the Fold, then drive it further from ſafety. 

And though He did drefſe Divinirie with all the 
winning advantages, and pious alluremenrs of ſpiri- 
tuall Rhetorick - though the words He cloathed it 
in, were imbroadered with all the flowers of Learn- 


ing, with golden Sentences, and precious Meditati- 


ons(which did cath the atrention ofevery Auditor.) 
Yer, this Kings Daughter (for ſo is the word, well 
preached) was all glorious within : the matter, 
wich was the in-{11de, was rich and ſubſtantiall, 


"The weakeſt \#5:proagd went along with Him un- 
he way; fo well did He comply 


derſtandingly, all t 
with the meaneſt hearer. The more delicate appre- 
benfion of the Nobility and Gentry (which were 
ſtill part of that Religious Throng) was ſo adviſed- 
ly ſatted ; that He tid as 1t were, court them from 
their fins, and by a holy Infinuation, did even ſteale 
into their Boſomes z, and fo: powerfully convince 
them of their vanities, that they alwayes carried 


home with them new reſolutions. And the moſt 


Sober, the moſt Learned Perſons (for ſome ſuch 
were almoſt alwayes 4 part of this Auditory) diſ- 
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covered Hows Setmon ſuch a digeſtion of gene- 
rall Learning, fo many full I of a Scholar, 
of a ſound Preacher, ofa Holy man,that they could 
even have kiſſed the Pulpit, in approbation of thoſe 
bleſſed Truths ſent down from it. i 
There _—_ you ſee the graver Divines, willing 
to improve their Knowledge and their Piety,by that 
Summary of Divinitie, which might be found in 
dayes Lecture. And there might be ſeene the 
Young-men of the Caſlock (lately fer up in their 
Trade for Soules) inabling theinſelves for their ſa- 
cred Imployment ; ſo atrentively fixing their whole 
{elveson Him, as ifthey had a deſigne to aſſimilate 
themlelves roevery excellency of His. One eyeing 
Him, as ifhe were learning to put off bis Reverend 
Geſture, which gave Life to all that fell from him :-- 
the other, how to borrow his unaffected Arr, and fa- 
cility of ucterance : another, how to weave his rea- 
ding and his meditation with fuch cunning and ad- 
vantage : another, curiouſly obſerving his Method, 
with 2 purpoſe to contrtve his after-labours by fo 
_ rare a Modell. Thus, He was a Preſident for all 
men ; yer was there ſucha mixture of Grave Humi- 
lity inall theſe Perfc&ions, as if He only had beene 
ignorant of them. _ og | 
And wonder not that this Towreof Dawusd made 
fo fairea ſhew:, and 1tad fo many ſwelling entifien- 
cies, for He had a Foundation large, and ſure. Grace 
hid the firft ſtone; and Perſeveratice built upon it - 
4comexion of Piety and Good-works was the Mor- 
rer or Ciment : Faich was the Buttreſſerthat kepe it 
upright and ftedfaft « the OY HR was the Ma-

ſter-workman; by whoſe aQive influence every 

thing was diſpoſed. Nature lent all: her aides to 

' rake the worke perfet ; for, (as ſo many Labou- 
rers, whoſe proper imployments were herein neceſ- 
fary,) ſhe lent an open Capacitic, a rerentive Me-. 
morie, a ſearching wit, a trying Judgement : And 

here were all rhoſe ſervants of Art which make the 
ſuper-ſtruQure as indefatigable Induſtry, 1nquiſ1- 

tive Studie, curious Obſervation, ſatisfying Expe- 
rience,' and the uſefull extractions of Bookes'and 
Antiquities. . EET! 

\ Let it then betheboaſt of others ,. that they are 
able to performe the moſt ſacred and myſterious 
office of the Miniſtery, without being much behol- 
ding to Learning, that neceſfary Hand-maide to di- 
vine Knowledge; whileſt we pirie, and laugh atthe- 
cunning Ignorance of theſe zealous Drones. It will 


be a worthy addition to his hy Fame, that He-

was not contented to make himſelte intimate with 
the whole Scripture, and haveevery Text readie to 
refute an Adverſarie, or convince a Sinner :-but He 
didrun over the whole Bodie of Learning , ſipping. 
fromevery part of it, as from ſo many flowers,lome 
ſerviceable notions, which being by his holy Art di- 
eſted (as by the ſubtile Chymeſtrie of the Bee) 
Ip'dto make up that Honey, thoſe ſweet and cor- 
my LeQtures, with which He frequently cntertai- - 
d us.

Heread the Bible in that Originall 1 , In 
which thoſe happie Sod the Holy Ghoſt 
penned it ; that he wy be the more familiar with 
the true intentions of every word and expreſſion of -

it ; making himſelfe acquainted-with the learned 
Languages , becauſe he would look back into the 
firſt Efſence and purity of things, before the per- 
plexing variety of humane conceipt had ſpent it ſelf” 
upon it:that he might examine upon what Grounds 
and Reaſons, the-antient Expoſitors and Farhers 
| have founded-thoſe numerous Volumes, which at; 
| this day do furniſh our holy Libraries. Doing rhis, 
{ notout of a proud curioſitie, or todefend Errour ; 
| butout of areverend feare of aſſenting to the newer 
opinions of any, how eminent ſoever ; if he found 
them diflonant to thoſe ancient verities, which he 
ſtudiouſly traced, by going fo far backward into the 
unfoiled Learning and wiſdome which was behinde- 
| him- 
And then, - _ But I'le ſumme 
_ _ upÞnomoreof his parts, but, will abruptly leave his. 
many abilities 1n the mid-way : Seeing every Ser- 
mon of his told us how generally, how adwirable he! 
was qualified; tor,chey were not the elaborate Iſſues 
of many dayes, (ſo much rime not beirgallowed 
him) but they were the diſgeſted quinteſſence of his 
former labours ; to which his ſeifufe only gave him 
leaveto adde little elſe but Meditation, & Method. 
There 1s yet ſomething behinde which-will give: 
more luſtre to his precious Memory. It is poflible, 
that we may finde his parallell, if we only look up- 
onthe qualifications of Learning and ſtrong Parts. 
But, where ſhall we finde ſo much ſober integrity ; 
one ſo like to thoſe firſt Diſciples, whoſe: immedi- 
ate Tutor, Chriſt himſelſe was > One, that ſodeſer- 
vedly may be ſtrled.an: A poſtle of our Church? | 
Herein lay. his prime Excellency. Let 
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Lets firſt lopke upon Him, asapf ined by his | 
great Maſter to the cure of Ne iules, mongſt | 
whom He expired ; we ſhall find Him continually 
diligent inhis charge (where He fixed himſelte for 
one and thirty years) behaving Himſelfe much like 
that Sbepherd, that gave his lite for his ſheepe : for 
it is well knowne, He ſpent himſelfe ſo without 10- 
termifſionin his ſtudy and his Pulpit : that his un- 
ſtirred humours (which wanted part of that immo- 
derate exerciſewhich his ſpirits had ſetled into Dil- 
caſes; w® preſſed upon Him fo violently in his later 
years;that he often preached in pain, in faint ſweats, 
uay, ſometimes in Bloud ; of which he had many ſad 

- witneſſes. Nor could He be won from his ſtation, 
wherein his Conſcience told Him, his God had ſec 

Oftered Hin Himsby any richer Invitations, or Livings of a grea- 

by ſome of his ter Valuezwhich he often refuſed, as unwilling, when

= . oppoſites. Yet he ſometimes commanded himſelfe 
ro a mannerly and civill obedience, as a ſubje&, and 
2 ſonne.of the Chnch; in ſome indifferent things 
rather yeelding to the publique, and a good conſct- 
ence, than cook wilfulnefſe of his own private opi- 
nions. But when at any time he ſaw plainly any in- ' 
direct Deſignes on foot, which ſome great Agents 
in Church and State, kept going, either to put new 
fetters upon the ſubjets, or new diſguiſes on Reli- 
gion; he could never be courted to lend his Tongue 
romake Apologies for their Innovations; nor could 
be ſilenced from declaiming againſt the dangerous 
attempts of theſe firſt troublers of Iſrael. And there 
needs no greater approbation of his uprightneſlc, 
nor a fuller conviction of the corrupt Genm of 
thoſedayes,then that he and ſome more of his Form, 
(whoſe ſtanding'inthe gap, when ſuperſtition was 
ruſhing in,drew upon them rhat then venerable nick 
name of Puritans) were ſo long lefr unpreferrcd ; 
whileſt the Dignities of the Church (w® ſhold have 
been the reward of Men,ſingular for their Piety and 
Ability) were chiefly rakenup by ſuch who rather 
ſtudied, preached, and praticed the Poliriques then 
Divinity. And when afterwards, the winds were 
quite turned, when ſtormes and foule weather ſee- 
med to threaten every'one that came not into the 
new roade, he did not forſake that Anchor of a ho- 
ly Reſolution, but rather endured ſharpe blaſts of 
envie and'malice difdaing a wavering compliance 
to the faralf alterations ofour giddie times, which 
drew from him-many a Tear, & private groan:-Nor 
could he refraine from a more open expreſſion of h _ 
gricfe 
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wee os wardiagerand ipitionobis | 
very Sighs:For ie ould modefily and warily com- | 
plaineof, and bewailethe miſcariages or miſtakes 
of thoſe above him: but with a warme and watran- 
table Zeale be angry with ſuch among the heady 
people, who would not fee the confuſion they were 
violently hurrying into. Nobold- fac'd finne could 2 
ſcape him without a ſeaſonable reprehenſion. No | 
' diftruRive Dofrines, no falſe gloſles, no ſchiſma- ® 
ticull Tares could be ſowed by the Malice-or Igno- ! 
-ranceof any, but he would carctully ſet himſelfeto | 
the weeding of them out betimes ; left the ſeeds of F 
them ſhould prove fruitfull ; and ſcatter themſelves 
in his well-kept Garden, (for fuch 1s a Pariſh well FE 
inſtruted:)He was ſo earneſt a Lover of Union and # 
right Devotionrhat the dividing Separarift, 2nd ſu- | 
perſtitious Papiſt received a wound from him at 
everyLe&ure.

Nor did heencounter the divers enemies-of the 
times with a loud violence, but moderately and

But his Diviner Soule 
knew no indire&t ends; the Cathedrall honour, ne-

and deſired no other preferment , then what was 
there laid up forhim : Being ſo high minded, that 
he lighted the Miter to make himſefe ſure of a 
Crowne.

bat of his Pulpit 'into his Chamber) Tifpended his 
ſpirits and had thfowhe him othe ground ; had not 
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' 2 luckie friend (whoſe fortute it was to cloſe hrs 
eyes at laſt) then by chancereſcried him-from the 
| Fall. Afﬀer this, his Diſeaſe purſued him ſo cloſe, 
that it took him from his profeſſion; and this hee. 
axcounted Death even before Death to be forc't 
from his Pulpit, where he would willingly have ex- 
pired, his ſoule being then nearer, and on its way to

(whickwas made up of choufands beſides his droop- 
ing Kindred) 1t was hard ro finde our a dry eye, or 4 
face whereingriefe did not apparently ſhew it ſelfe. 
The Nobility and Gentry could not command their 
Teares , or were wg to. beſtow that laſt gatefull 
ſhowre, in acknowledgement of thoſe many bleſ- 
ſings they owed him for. The deje&ed Clergie 


bung downe their heads, as if they had loſt the cre- 


dit of their Profeſsion. His ſad Pariſhioners, who 
for ſo many yeares had received the bread of life by 
_ his faithfull 'Miniſterie, looked pale and diſconſo- 
late, asthough they had feared a ſucceeding Famine. 
Andrhe reſt of the weeping croud (who had hereto- 
 foregarhered up, whileſt he ſhook the Tree of Life 
to all thar came) by their Laments and Peales of 
ſighes did witneſle, ' that they had ſoules ſenſibleof
